FRANK SAUERWEIN DEAD 

It is with keen regret that his Sierra 
Madre friends read the press dispatches 
telling of the death of Frank Sauerwein. 
the well known painter of Indians and 
desert scenes. He was visiting friends 
in Stamford, Connecticut, at the time of 
his death, which occurred Wednesday. 
It was his first visit to the east since 
he had gone to the southwest in search 
of relief from tubercular trouble many 
years ago. He was thiry-six years of 

age ’ 

Mr. Sauerwein lmu resided in Sierra 
Madre at several different times, at one 
time having owned property here. He 
built the house formerly occupied by 
Miss T. H. Graham on upper Lime street, 
and recently demolished in the course of 
the improvement of he grounds and the 
erection of her new house. He spent 
last summer in Sierra Madre, living at 
Mrs. Ferry’s. 

Some of Air. Sauerwein s Indian and 
desert paintings have become almost as 
widely known as those of the late Fred¬ 
erick Remington. He lived for many 
years among the Indians of New Mexico 
and Arizona and it is said that in all 
his paintings the fidelity to dress, man¬ 
ners and architecture of the Indians and 
their villages is remarkable. He had a 
rare sense of color for this peculiar field 
of work, as shown by his numerous can¬ 
vasses. Some of his paintings were pur¬ 
chased by well known and critical art 
collectors. Miss Graham of Sierra Madre 
owns several very fine examples of his 
work.

The veteran is in no hurry, he says, 
and is willing to give as much time to 
the trip as is necessary. He has selected 
the toll road as being entirely feasible, 
and is now actively engaged in making 
preparations for his unique ascent.

It 
is also a fact that the country papers 
come nearer to realizing them, possibly 
because the country paper is nearer to 
its constituents and its editor is of 
necessity brought in close* personal con¬ 
tact with his fellow citizens.

THE GOVERNORSHIP 

The puzzling situation in the governor-1 
ship race shows no signs of immediate | 
clearing up. The South Pasadena Rec- : 
ord, edited by W. F. Axtman, a warm 1 
personal friend of Stanton, contains the j 
following excellent summing up of the 
situation as it is at present: 

“One of the interesting questions with 
relation to the present political cam¬ 
paign relates to the Governorship sit¬ 
uation. So far as the average voter can 
see, the conditions with respect to this 
are quite as complicated as ever, and 
with the primaries over two months 
away, it is apparent that some move 
will have to be made soon or the cam¬ 
paigns being made by the “regulars” 
will result in little more than a farce. 

“The entire strength of the Lincoln- 
Ronsevelt League wing of the Republi¬ 
can party is being centered on Hiram 
•Johnson. As against this the “regulars” 
are divided among five or six candidates, 
and the outcome of such at situation, if 
it is allowed to continue up to the time 
of the primaries, can easily' be foreseen. 
That the “regulars” can divide their 
strength in this way and still defeat 
Johnson is a proposition so absurd that 
it is not worth while considering. As it 
is, Johnson is unquestionably' making a 
campaign that will tax the united 
strength of the opposition to beat him 
on August 16. 

“There is no doubt whatever that the 
leaders of the “regular” faction realize 
this state of affairs, hut the trouble has 
been that none of the candidates now 
in the field has permitted himself to be 
eliminated. Each fondly believes him¬ 
self to be the strongest candidate, and 
insists that the others give way to 
him. Stanton, as the only Southern 
California man in the race, naturally 
holds that he is entitled by reason of 
that to stay' in. while some of the 
others are counting upon the backing of 
tbe “machine” to hold them in place. 
Under the direct primary system is it 
impossible to compel any of them to get 
out. for each of the candidates is making 
practically his own campaign. 

“Curry and Anderson are generally 
understood to be the favorite candidates 
of the “regular” leaders, but even in the 
event of the withdrawal of all the other 
candidates and the concentration of the 
machine strength on either one of these, 
the outcome would be exceedingly doubt¬ 
ful. Back of Stanton are many men 
who two years ago were aligned with 
the Lincoln-Roosevelt forces, and their 
leanings today are that way. T heir 
support of Stanton is based solely on 
the ground that lie is a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia candidate who has made a satis¬ 
factory record in the Legislature. Should 
Stanton la* compelled to withdraw, a 
large part of the strength back of him 
would go. not to the other “regular 
candidate, but to Johnson. There is no 
question of that. Johnson lias made an 
excellent impression during his recent 
tour of the southern part of the State 
and was greeted by large audiences 
wherever lie spoke. 1 lie turn-out in 
South Pasadena was the largest that 
ever was seen at a political meeting in 
this city. As against Stanton lie will 
certainly make a strong showing in 
South Pasadena at the primaries, and 
with Stanton eliminated, none of the 
other candidates would 1 m* in the race a 
minute with him here. 

“Southern California will unquestion¬ 
ably be an important factor in the com¬ 
ing election, and without the help of 
the voters in this part of the State the 
Republicans cannot hop* to win the next 
Governorship. Stanton is me only man 
in opposition to Johnson who stands the 
ghost of a show of capturing the South¬ 
ern California vote. Even he will have 
a hard time defeating Johnson down 
here, hut lie will come nearer to it than 
any of the other candidates now in the 
field. 

“Hiram W. Johnson will be found to be 
a man who will have to be reckoned

THAT SIXTH AND MAIN CORNER 

Pacific Outlook: A number of com¬ 
plaints have been made of the new rule 
of the Pacific Electric by which its cars 
do not stop at 6th and Main going 
north. Many people suppose that this is 
in violation of the ordinances, but such 
is not the case. At the same time that 
the ordinance passed requiring cars to 
stop on the near side of the street to 
take on and let off passengers, it was 
also decreed that cars must always stop 
before a crossing on which there was a 
car line. This was to prevent the cross¬ 
ing accidents of which there had been 
many, some of them fatal. But an ex¬ 
ception was made of those crossings 
where a flagman was maintained. This 
exception was not used by the companies 
on any of the Main, Spring or Broad 
way crossings, although there are half 
a dozen of these where flagmen are 
kept. The effect of that was to make 
the rule of stop at every intersection of 
car lines universal in the business dis¬ 
trict, and both pedestrians and drivers 
came to accept this as a settled fact. 
Therefore, when the railway began run¬ 
ning the cars across one of the most 
congested corners in the city without a 
stop, many people were taken by sur¬ 
prise and had to jump for their lives. 
The reason the P. E. does this is to 
prevent people from boarding the inter- 
urban cars at the Sixth street corner, 
which compels them to go inside the 
depot and buy tickets instead of paying 
cash fares. It is rather a long way 
round to accomplish this, and a great 
many people are put to a great deal of 
inconvenience. While nine passengers 
out of ten prefer to go into the station, 
buy a ticket and sit down and wait—if 
perchance there are seats not in use— 
the tenth gets to the building late and 
wants to take his car on the corner.
